T he holidays often melt the iciest of hearts. Admit it, when a shivering dog 
is plastered on the screen as Sarah McLachlan sings, it gives you the feels and 
makes you want to donate to the cause. 


The No. i reason people donate is that they 
align with the mission. 

“It could be nonprofits such as rescuing ani- 
mals or putting art in the park, it resonates with 
them and means something,” said Lisa Dietlin, 
president of The Institute of Transformational 
Philanthropy 

The second reason is that something occurs 
within the person’s circle of influence. 

“You might not care about Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease until your mom develops it,” Dietlin said. 
When it hits home is when people really start 
to care. 

What’s the 411? 

The Better Business Bureau (BBB) provides 
tools and education to help consumers make in- 
formed choices. Its website has a database with 


charities’ pertinent information, such as their 
background, their financial information and 
what they do as a charity 

‘A red flag is a charity that refuses to disclose 
information to third-party sites,” said Steve 
Bernas, president of the Better Business Bu- 
reau of Chicago and Northern Illinois. Chari- 
ties have every right to not submit info, but the 
BBB informs the public if they don’t. 

The fraud game is in the name 

Some fraudulent charities have similar-sound- 
ing names to the legitimate ones. 

“Y)u might donate to the American Cancer 
Society and someone solicits from the Ameri- 
can Society of Cancer,” Bernas said. 

The name is similar but has a different word 
order. 


Disasters and other mayhem 

Bernas and Dietlin agree that many scams come 
out of the woodwork during a national disaster. 

“During Hurricane Katrina, people gave on- 
line,” Dietlin said. “The FBI identified 4,000 
fraudulent websites affiliated with Katrina 
within four years.” 

Opportunists or criminals look at disasters as 
a means to an end. 

“We live in a post-9/11 society it doesn’t mat- 
ter how many cars we have, we want to help 
someone have better life,” Dietlin said. 

Do your homework 

Bernas believes consumers need to do their re- 
search. While the BBB has a wealth of informa- 
tion and tools, not all charities reply to them or 
give information. “Consumers need to ask ques- 
tions themselves,” he said. A consumer can’t 
make a decision without having enough back- 
ground. People get scammed when they don’t 
have the proper information. 

With social media comes the rash of

GoFundMe campaigns. Ask who is behind th< 
fundraiser; will they be around in six months 
Bernas said to observe if they disappear if the] 
don’t get some funding. 

“There are tons of great charities out there 
give but give wisely” he said. 





The hard and fast sell 

During the holidays, people are caught up in 
the hustle and bustle of the season. Some may 
want to donate within the last two months of 
the year to get a tax break. Bernas said that is 
when scams heat up. 

A disheveled kid shows up on a doorstep 
holding a can for money, or a person is sobbing 
on the phone. When the need is immediate, be 
cautious. 

“People are in desperate situations, and con 
artists pull on the heartstrings,” Bernas said. 

A normal charity and business will want to do 
business with a donor today next week and next 
year. 

Bernas said scammers don’t want someone 
to check them out, which is why the urgency is 
used as a tactic. 

Request information 

Always ask for literature. “If a kid shows up at 
my door, I never give money I ask for informa- 
tion and a pledge card,” Dietlin said. 


She also tells solicitors that she will look the 
material over and decide if she wants to com- 
mit. Charities need to be registered in the state 
they are operating in. Consumers can contact 
their attorney general’s office to find out a reg- 
istration status. 

Bernas urges donors to find out where the 
money goes and what is actually going to the 
cause. How much does the CEO get, or what 
amount goes to administration? Charities have 
to fill out a 990 IRS form. The information that 
is submitted by a charity for tax purposes is 
available to the public. 

How are you treated? 

When people give, they want an acknowledg- 
ment. Dietlin encourages everyone to start 
small to see if they get a response. “Send $25 to 
see if you get a thank you. It shows how they are 
dealing with donors,” she said. Are they treating 
the $25 donor the same as the $25,000 donor?

Here’s a snapshot of some of the organi- 
zations and who they help. 

The Advocate Childhood 
Trauma Treatment Program, 
a division of Advocate 
Charitable Foundation 

The deal: The program is one of only a few 
agencies in Illinois specializing in mental 
health treatment for children who have suf- 
fered trauma or sexual abuse. Developed in 
1979 at the request of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Services, it has 
offered specialized and comprehensive psy- 
chotherapy and support to hundreds of chil- 
dren and their families each year. Today the 
program operates out of centers in Oak Lawn 
and Bolingbrook. 

The background: With 1 in 10 children sexu- 
ally abused before the age of 18, such pro- 
grams are crucial to helping children who 
experience chronic abuse to combat the cas- 
cade of devastating effects that can shatter 
their lives. 

Posse Chicago, 

part of the New York-based 

Posse Foundation 

The deal: The program identifies 120 public 
high school students often overlooked by tra- 
ditional college selection processes to attend 
one of 12 partner universities outside Illinois 


on full scholarships. The foundation also of- 
fers those students an intensive college prepa- 
ration workshop, on-campus mentoring and 
employment services throughout their col- 
lege career. 

The background: Posse succeeds by placing 
students with multicultural teams, or posses, 
of 10 students from their hometown who pre- 
pare together before arriving on campus. 

Outreach Community Center 
in suburban Carol Stream 

The deal: High school students from under- 
privileged backgrounds who have their 
sights on college get academic tutoring, 
ACT prep and mentoring. They also get the 
chance to tour college campuses and receive 
help filling out applications and financial aid 
forms. The program also extends into the 
college years, with scholarships and more 
mentoring. 

The background: The volunteers who serve 
as tutors and mentors are paired up with stu- 
dents for a year, in order to create close bonds. 
The program has been around for more than a 
decade, but in recent years, the population it 
serves has changed, with more recent immi- 
grants signing up. 



RefugeeOne 

The deal: The resettlement agency provides 
English-language tutoring and other assistance 
that helps refugees build new lives in Chicago. 

The background: The agency has been in 
operation since 1982, and there are currently 
about 75 students enrolled in three levels 
of classes. In fiscal year 2014, the program 
served 280 adults. 

Family Focus 

The deal: With seven centers throughout the 
Chicago area, the program offers early child- 
hood, parenting and after-school programs to 


an estimated 20,000 people annually Staff 
members conduct home visits when meet- 
ing with new families and help them connect 
with community services, including English 
as a second language and GED courses. 

The background: Founded in 1976, the pro- 
gram today has a $12.5 million budget that 
relies on grants, foundations and donations. 

Heartland Alliance's 
Refugee and Immigrant 
Community Services 

The deal: The organization offers English as 
a second language and “pre-bridge” programs 
for refugees. Language, culture and placement 
programs are critical for newly arrived refugees, 
who receive three months of government assis- 
tance before they are expected to pay their own 
bills, including rent, according to director of ed- 
ucation and program development Jay Landau. 

The background: Refugee and Immigrant 
Community Services helps about 300 refu- 
gees arriving in Chicago each year, most com- 
ing from Iraq, according to Landau, who said 
that with the refugee crisis ongoing in Europe 
and the Middle East, he expects that number 
to increase in 2016, with more families arriv- 
ing from Syria.
